Nuclcfn- Tests 


A:\YO-\E CA\ appreciate the deep 


concern felt by the Japanese over the 
problem of radioactive fall-out from 
nuclear experiments conducted by the 
United States ami the Soviet Union. 
When Russia tesls a nuclear device, our 
information is that it generally happens 
in the Siberian wastes wnero winds can 
easily carry some of the fission by- 
products over the vulnerable Japanese 
islands. When we test atomic or hydro- 
gen mechanisms in the Pacific, the 
tricky winds also can on occasion take 
radioactive substances westward to- 
ward Japan. There would seem to he 
somewhat less danger froin American 
tests in the Nevada desert. 


NEVERTHELESS the Japanese for- 


mally requested this government not to 
conduct its scheduled 1957 tcsls in 
Nevada, and we have now sympathetic- 
ally, but firmly, turned down that 
request. Our principal reason had to 
be, as always of course, the fact thai 
the Soviet Union is not canceling its 
own experiments. So long as this is 
the case we dare not cease testing. For 
in this complex field, constant experi- 
ment is vital to the maintenance of 
our nuclear lead over the Russians—a 
lead which most free men acknowledge 
is the chief deterrent to war. In ad- 
dition, we can assure the Japanese in 
all honesty that this year's tests will 
feature exclusively 'low-yield fission 
devices" which will not add significant- 
ly to radiation levels throughout the 
world. 


AS A MATTER of fact, our concen- 


tration in the last two years has been 
npon devices which would accomplish 
the destructive purposes of war while 
minimizing the dangerous fall-out ac- 
companiment. Much progress already 
has been made in that direction and 
much more can perhaps be expected in 
1957. Above and beyond this consider- 
ation, we have told the Japanese that 
all tests will he undertaken only after 
"extreme safety measures" and in the 
most favorable weather conditions. Un- 
til the Kremlin comes up wilh a sincere 
and genuinely practical nuclear dis- 
armament proposal which, will safe- 
guard all free men, there is hardly any- 
thing else we can tell the'.Iapanese or 
anyone at all on this subject. 


Key To Attitude 


ACCORDING lo U. S. News and 


World Report, a French official said 
privately to an American journalist that 
American officials "don't, realize that 
a leader can put 30 Communists in jail 
and still be in Russian hands." While 
the Frenchman was speaking specifical- 
ly in relationship to Egypt and iVasser, 
his commc,nt is applicable to other 
countries and should be taken lo heart 
by many 'Americans. Local Communists 
.are always expendable to the Kremlin 
leaders, and if it suited their policy in 
penetrating more 
-lecply 
into the 


Middle East, they would not cart if 
Nasser threw every Egyptian Com- 
munist into jail or even shot them 
wholesale. Americans often interpret 


. the ideology of the Russians literal 


mindedly and fail (o comprehend the 
cynicism of the Russian leaders. The 
men of the Kremlin arc fixed on pre- 
serving and expanding Russian power, 
not on stimulating revolutions accord- 
Ing to the model of the French Revo- 
lution or the March Revolution in 
Russia of 1317. 
Again and again in 


•the pasl, they have sacrificed national 
Communist leaders and dealt with rc- 


" aclionarv leaders who jailed and killed 


Communisls. It is important to remem- 
ber that the men who were (ho accom- 
plices of Stalin, the dictator who signed 
a non-aggression pact wilh Hitler's 
Third Reich, have no concern with the 


;. fate of any individual foreign Com- 


munist unless the latter serves their 
aims. The key lo Xasser's attitude on 
Communism is not what he does with 
Egyptian Communists, il is what he 
does in relationship to Soviet Russia 
and whetfei or not he -upporls and 
falls 
in line wjlh 
Russian 
forcisn 


policy. K 100 Egyptian Communists in 
jail would fool Ihe American State 
D e p a r t m e n t about Russian aims. 
Khrushchev would even help put them 
in a Nasser hoosegow.
